G . S . R . 1478 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 2 ) of section 
75 read with sub - section ( 3 ) of section 160 of the Custom Act , 1962 (52 of 1982 ) 
and section 37 of the Central Excises and Salt Act , 1944 ( 1 of 1944 ) , the Central 
Government hereby makes the following further rules further to amend the 
Customs and Central Excise Duties Export Drawback (General ) Rules , 1960 . 

1. These rules may be called the Customs and Central Excise Duties Export 
Drawback (General) eighty -ninth Amendment Rules, 1986 . 

2 . In the First Schedule to the Customs and Central Excise Duties Export 
Drawback (General) Rules, 1960, for Serial No . 18 and the cntries relating thereto , 
the following shall be substituted , namely : 

" 18 Silver articles , that is to say , Rupees two hundred and sixty - eight 

jewellery , ornaments or other and twenty - six paise per kg of silver 
articles made wholly or partly content in the article .

( a ) drawback at this rate shall be paid in respect of only such silver arti 

cles as have been manufactured by or on behalf of a person who has 
been registered for the purpose of these rules by the Collector of
